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Report  of  the  Selectmen. 


The  annual  report  of  the  Selectmen  for  the  year  ending  February 
15th,  1894,  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Hillsborough.  The  valuation  of  the  town  April  1st,  1893,  was  $1.- 
07."), 580,  being  au  increase  in  valuation  in  the  Hillsborough  Bridge  Fire 
District  of  $110,990,  and  decrease  in  the  balance  of  the  town  of  $20,- 
322,  making  the  total  valuation  of  the  Hillsborough  Bridge  Fire  Dis- 
trict $ 729,820,  and  the  balance  of  the  town  $345,760.  The  above  in- 
crease and  decrease  is  almost  entirely  due  to  the  late  re-appraisal  of 
the  real  estate  in  the  town,  which  the  Selectmen  did  not  change  in  a 
single  instance  in  taking  the  invoice  last  April,  although  we  cannot 
agree  with  the  committee  in  their  valuation  placed  on  a  number  of 
parcels  of  real  estate.  The  town  treasurer  has  received  from  all 
sources  $00,079.03,  and  paid  out  $59,221.00,  leaving  in  the  town  treas- 
ury $857.97.  The  town  debt  last  year  was  $917-22.  Barring  the  ex- 
pense of  the  new  stone  bridge,  the  town  debt  has  been  paid,  leaving  a 
balance  in  favor  of  the  town  of  -$6$t87.  1423.07 

HIGHWAYS. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  sum  of  $3,288.90  was  appropriated 
to  keep  in  repair  highways  and  bridges,  and  $500  additional  to  be 
used  on  the  back  roads,  making  the  total  amount  $3,788.90.  There 
has  been  expended  $3,031.70.  Last  spring  there  were  several  severe 
storms,  and  it  took  a  good  share  of  the  above  appropriation  to  repair 
the  damage  done.  Of  the  $500  voted  to  repair  the  back  roads,  nearly 
all  the  money  was  used  in  the  west  part  of  the  town,  and  the  roads  are 
all  in  very  good  condition  in  that  section.  But  in  that  section  east  of 
the  highway  leading  from  the  Bridge  Village  to  East  Washington  via 
Hillsborough  Center,  the  roads  are  poor,  aud  should  be  attended  to  next 
season,  as  we  believe  in  keeping  in  good  repair  our  back  roads  (where 
there  is  any  travel)  as  well  as  the  main  roads. 

SIDEWALKS   AND    SEWEIIS. 

There  was  appropriated  $1000  for  sidewalks  and  sewers.  We  ex- 
pended $290.58  in  widening  and  relaying  the  sidewalk  on  Maiu  street 
from  Central  street  to  J.  8.  Butler's  block.  There  are  many  other 
places  in  the  village  that  should  be  built   over,   and   in   several  places 


new  sidewalks  should  be  laid.  We  haye  built  nearly  1,000  feet  of  sewers 
for  surface  drainage  on  Central  and  Myrtle  streets,  taking  all  the  surface 
water  east  of  Church,  north  of  Myrtle  and  west  of  School  street.  The 
major  portion  of  the  above  land,  particularly  Myrtle  street,  is  very  low 
and  flat,  and  the  old  sewer  was  not  large  or  low  enough  to  properly 
drain  the  above  section. 

POLICE. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  a  certain  element  in  the  town  was  able 
to  cut  clown  the  appropriation  for  police  and  street  lighting  to  $500, 
hoping  to  secure  the  discharge  of  the  police  force.  The  appropriation 
of  $1,000,  to  enforce  the  liquor  law  was  transferred  to  the  police  de- 
partment, as  we  thought  one  of  the  best  and  most  effectual  ways  to 
stop  the  sale  of  liquors  was  to  have  competent  police,  and  we  do  not 
believe  the  majority  of  the  citizens  wish  to  go  without  proper  police 
protection.  The  present  chief  of  police  duties  are  to  go  on  duty  at 
6  :30  p.  m.,  continuing  through  the  night,  and  at  all  other  times  when 
called  upon.  We  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  regular  police 
during  the  day,  but  we  do  think  it  is  necessary  to  have  some  one  on 
duty  nights.  We  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  that  there  has  not  been 
a  serious  fire  or  a  single  act  of  burglary  in  the  village  since  this 
arrangement  was  made.  We  quote  the  following  from  M.  J. 
Healey's  report  as  city  marshal  of  Manchester,  N.  11.  :  "The  police 
business,  from  its  nature,  is  liable  to  make  enemies,  for  the  officer  who, 
in  performance  of  his  duty,  conscientiously  shows  no  favors  is  liable  to 
run  against  the  sharp  corners  of  men,  and  test  the  peculiarities  of  hu- 
man nature,  for  seldom  is  a  man  arrested  who  has  not  sympathizing 
friends  who  are  ready  to  believe  the  officer  has  exceeded  his  authority. 
So  long  as  it  is  necessary  to  arrest  nersons,  so  long  will  there  be  a  con- 
siderable number  of  people  who  are  not  friendly  towards  the  officer, 
and  who  will  criticise  him  and  magnify  his  shortcomings  whenever  an 
opportunity  offers.  The  man  who  is  a  good  fellow  is  liable  to  be  a 
poor  officer. 

"The  duties  of  the  police  are  of  such  a  character  that  it  is  abso- 
lutely impossible  for  a  conscientious  officer  to  pander  in  the  smallest 
degree  to  the  wishes  of  the  disorderly  element.  Again,  respectable 
business  men  fail  to  comply  with  or  wilfully  violate  certain  ordinances. 
It  is  the  sworn  duty  of  the  officer  to  bring  this  good  citizen  into  court. 
He  discharges  that  duty  promptly  and  gets  the  lasting  enmity  of  not 
only  the  respectable  business  man  but  of  all  the  large  circle  of  friends 
of  the  said  business  man." 

STREET    LIGHTING. 

The  expense  in  this  department  is  almost  wholly  incurred  in  the 
Bridge  Village,  at   a  cost  of  about  $800  per  year,    but   it   is   a  neces« 
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sary  and  legitimate  expense,  that  must  with  the  growth  of  the  town 
increase.  In  the  near  future  additional  lanterns  must  be  procured  to 
accommodate  the  growth  of  the  village. 

Electricity  is  now  rapidly  becoming  the  illuminating  agent  of  the 
day,  taking  the  place  of  kerosene  and  gas  as  they  did  that  of  tallow 
and  sperm  oil,  within  the  recollection  of  many  of  us.  Many  towns 
and  villages  in  our  immediate  vicinity  of  less  wealth  and  population 
than  ours,  are  making  use  of  electric  lights  in  their  streets  and  dwell- 
ings. Would  it  not  be  advisable  for  Hillsborough  to  keep  abreast  of 
the  times  by  taking  some  action  looking  toward  electric  lighting  if  it 
can  be  done  without  materially  increasing  the  expense  now  incurred 
for  street  lighting?  This  is  a  suggestion  that  we  would  respectfully 
submit. 

ILLEGAL   SALE    OF    LIQUORS. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  town  voted  to  instruct  the  Solect- 
men  to  enforce  the  liquor  law.  We  have  caused  to  be  made  ten 
raids  where  we  had  reason  to  believe  liquors  were  sold  contrary  to  law. 
In  four  places  liquors  were  found.  Three  pleaded  guilty  and  paid 
their  fines,  and  one  appealed  to  higher  court.  There  have  been  more 
raids  and  more  persons  have  been  convicted  of  the  illegal  sale  of 
liquors  in  this  town  the  past  two  years  than  during  the  previous  ten 
years.  And  in  that  time  the  Selectmen  have  not  had  one  complaint 
made  or  a  single  word  of  evidence  ever  given  them  by  any  person  or  by 
any  (so  called)  temperance  organizations  that  they  could  use  against 
any  person  for  selling  liquors  illegally  in  this  town.  What  is  needed 
greatly  in  our  town  is  a  higher  and  better  tone  in  the  general  public 
sentiment  on  this  question.  We  respect  the  convictions  of  the  genuine 
sincere  prohibitionist,  who  is  bravely  fighting  for  a  principle,  and  if 
those  who  believe  in  prohibition  and  public  morality  will  unite  their 
forces  and  show  by  their  acts  and  co-operation  that  they  intend  to  stop 
the  sale  of  liquors  in  this  town,  we  believe  great  good  could  be  accom- 
plished. 

Section  23,  Chapter  112,  Public  Statutes,  reads:  "The  Se- 
lectmen shall  prosecute,  at  the  expense  of  the  town,  every  person 
guilty  of  a  violation  of  any  previous  section  of  this  chapter  of  which 
they  can  obtain  reasonable  proof  ;  and  if  any  Selectman  shall  neglect 
his  duty  as  specified  in  this  section,  he  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
two  hundred  dollars.  But  this  proviston  shall  not  be  construed  to 
prevent  any  person  from  making  camplaint,  and  instituting  and  car- 
rying on  prosecutions  for  such  offenses;  and  such  complainant,  wheth- 
er a  town  or  city  by  its  officers  or  an  individual,  shall  be  entitled  to  one- 
half  of  every  fine  collected  through  said  prosecution."  We  believe  the 
Selactmeu  of  a  town  stand  in  the  same  position  as  the  County  Solicitor. 

Section  84,  Chapter  112,  reads  :  "Every  Solicitor,  upon  receiving  the 
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written  statement,  under  oath,  of  any  person  of  good  character,  that  lie 
knows  or  believes  any  designated  person  is  guilty  of  a  violation  of  any 
provision  of  this  chapter,  reciting  the  probable  source  of  proof  of  such 
violation,  shall,  if  any  person  of  good  character  will  make  the  neces- 
sary complaint,  forthwith  institute  a  prosecution  against  such  person 
for  the  offense.  If  any  Solicitor  shall  refuse  on  unreasonably  neglect 
to  draw  such  complaint  and  institute  such  prosecution,  after  receiving 
such  statement,  he  shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such 
refusal  or  neglect." 

There  seems  to  be  a  feeling  with  certain  weak-kneed  (so-called) 
prohibitionists  that  the  Selectmen  should  act  as  ''spotters"  (individually) 
and  patronize  places  where  liquors  are  supposed  to  be  sold  in  crder  to 
secure  evidence.  In  our  opinion  that  is  not  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  Of 
a  town,  but  we  do  believe  it  is  their  duty  to  prosecute  when  complaints 
are  made  and  reasonable  evidence  furnished.  I 

LIQUOR    AGENCY. 

In  obedience  to  the  vote  of  the  town,  a  liquor  ag  ncy  was  again 
established,  and  has  been  run  as  nearly  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  as,  in  our  judgment,  such  an  institution  can  be.  The  financial 
result  to  the  town,  as  shown  in  the  report,  we  think  needs  no  comment. 

NEW    STONE    ARCH   BRIDGE. 

On  Friday  morning  May  5th,  1893,  the  east  retaining  wall  of  tl.e 
stone  bridge  across  the  Contoocook  river  at  Hillsboro'  Bridge  went  out 
owing  to  the  action  of  the  frost  and  high  water.  A  temporary  wooden 
bridge  was  at  once  erected  a  short  distance  below  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  public  and  steps  were  immediately  taken  to  repair  the  stone 
bridge.  After  careful  investigation  by  bridge  builders  and  engineers 
the  arch  was  decided  to  be  unsafe  and  it  would  be  a  waste  of  time  and 
money  to  try  and  repair  the  arch  and  retaining  walls.  As  there  was 
considerable  difference  of  opinion  in  the  town  as  to  the  policy  of  re- 
building with  stone  or  iron,  the  Selectmen,  after  getting  estimates  for 
the  probable^cost  of  a  stone  arch  and  iron  bridge,  called  a  special  town 
meeting,  June  3,  1893,  and  the  town  voted  to  advise  the  Selectmen  to 
replace  the  arch  and  retaining  walls  with  stone.  Plans  were  immedi- 
ately furnished  and  proposals  advertised  for  building  the  same.  Of  the 
several  bids  made,  Ward  and  Douglass  of  Barre,  Vt.,  the  lowest  bidders, 
were  awarded  the  contract  to  rebuild  the  arch  and  retaining  walls  to 
the  canal  and  all  other  work  necessary  ordered  by  the  Selectmen.  After 
removing  the  arch  and  retaining  walls  destroyed  we  found  the  ledge 
and  that  part  across  the  canal  to  the  Contoocook  Mills  was  unsafe  and 
in  a  very  shaky  condition  and  the  only  way  to  make  it  safe  was  to  re- 
move all  the  old  bridge  and  poor  ledge  south  of  the  arch  which  was 
ordered  done  at  an  extra  cost  over  and  above  estimate  snveu.     We  also 


rebuilt  the  retaining  wall  running  to  the  Contoocook  Mills,  the  corpora- 
tion sharing  the  expense.  We  also  repaired  the  walls  north  of  the  arch 
before  placing  the  sidewalk  and  railings.  The  roadvay  is  not  finished, 
but  is  designed  to  be  on  the  same  level  as  the  sidewalk  and  after  it  has 
settled  the  coming  spring  we  think  it  should  be  either  payed  or  con- 
concreted.  In  all  work  done  we  have  been  particular  to  use  only  the 
very  best  material  and  have  tried  to  build  a  bridge  that  will  last  for 
ages  and  be  an  ornament  to  the  town.  The  only  regrets  we  have  is 
that  the  work  could  not  have  been  done  earlier  in  the  season  and  all  the 
old  bridge  removed,  as  undoubtedly  that  part  of  the  bridge  north  of 
the  arch  will  have  to  be  repaired  or  rebuilt  very  soon.  The  total  cost 
including  the  temporary  wooden  bridge  and  all  expense  incidental  there- 
to was  $23,707.49,  which  we  have  borrowed  by  giving  town  notes  bear- 
ing interest  at  4  per  cent.,  payable  on  demand. 

TOWN    RECORDS. 

Wc  would  again  call  attention  to  the  insecure  condition  of  the 
town  records  and  documents  owing  to  insufficient  space  to  properly 
classify  and  shelve  them  in  some  fireproof  manner.  We  believe  an 
appropriation  should  be  made  to  secure  or  build  proper  accommoda- 
tions for  safes  or  fireproof  vaults,  town  offices  and  police  court  room 
which  is  now  needed,  also  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  books  and 
records  collected,  classified  and  indexed. 

OBITUARY. 

The  death  of  Levi  W.  Bixby  early  in  the  year  is  much  to  be  regret- 
ted, not  only  as  the  loss  of  a  good  citizen,  but  a  very  efficient  and  cou- 
ciencious  officer  in  the  service  of  the  town.  We  desire  in  this  place  to 
express  our  kindly  remembrance  of  him.

To  Hie  Selectmen  of  Hilisboromjh : 

But  few  complaints  have  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Board 
of  Health  during  the  past  year.  Such  as  were  reported  have 
been  attended  to  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  parties  concerned. 

From  an  appropriation  made  at  the  annual  precinct  meet- 
sag  last  March,  the  public  sewer  has  been  extended  to  a 
point  on  Main  street,  nearly  opposite  Rumrill  block,  and  many 
along  the  line  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of 
connecting  thereto,  thus  improving  very  much  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  locality  through  which  it  runs. 

The  Board  of  Health,  believing  that  the  best  possible  re- 
sults should  be  attained,  adopted  rules  and  regulations  relating 
to  plumbing  and  connecting  with  the  public  sewer,  which  were 
approved  by  the  Selectmen,  and  so  far  they  have  been  in  nearly 
«rery  instance  cheerfully  complied  with. 

Of  the  diseases  required  to  be  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Health,  there  has  been  but  one,  tophoid  fever,  which  did  not 
jM'ove  fatal  or  to  be  communicated  to  others.

There  have  been  six  alarms  for  fire  during  the  year,  one 
given  through  a  misunderstanding  for  a  fire  in  Antrim,  the 
other  five  being  in. this  precinct,  causing  a  loss  of  $2,850. 

Some  2,300  feet  of  sewer  pipe  have  been  laid,  connecting 
with  that  laid  in  1892,  being  within  the  amount  authorized  at 
the  last  annual  meeting.  At  a  special  meeting  of  the  precinct, 
it  was  voted  to  complete  the  system,  but  the  best  legal  authori- 
ties consulted  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  vote  was  not  legal, 
there  not  being  present  a  majority  of  all  the  voters  in  the  pre- 
cinct. It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  enough  money  may  be  raised 
at  the  coming  annual  meeting  to  carry  the  sewer  at  least  to  the 
school  house  and  the  adjacent  territory,  which  is  in  urgent 
need  of  sewerage.

Report  of  Board  of  Education. 


SPECIAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT,  NO.  i, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  FEBRUARY  15th,  1894. 


The  best  test  by  which  to  judge  a  school  is  its  daily  work. 
Let  the  parents,  and  friends  of  education,  visit  the  schools 
frequently  and  there  judge  them. 

There  has  been  no  change  of  teachers  during  the  year. 

The  conduct  of  pupils  on  the  street  is  not  all  that  could  be 
desired.  It  is  noticeable  among  the  older  as  well  as  younger 
scholars  and  is  probably  due  to  lack  of  advice  at  home  as  well 
as  lack  of  discipline  at  school. 

A  few  parents  as  well  as  pupils  seem  to  show  too  little 
regard  for  regular,  punctual  attendance.  It  is  annoying  to 
teachers  and  a  hindrance  to  the  best  welfare  of  the  schools  to 
have  pupils  habitually  tardy  or  frequently  absent. 

The  discipline  of  scholars  about  the  school  building,  par- 
ticularly the  older  scholars,  is  not  wholly  satisfactory  or  all 
that  will  be  expected  in  the  future. 

The  attendance  in  the  high  school  is  lamentably  small  and 
deserves  prompt  consideration. 

There  is  need  of  a  careful  regrading  of  pupils  throughout 
the  several  departments  and  a  possible  division  of  the  interme- 
diate in  the  near  future. 
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Vocal  music,  under  the  instruction  of  B.  E.  Newman,  was 
introduced  into  all  depatrments  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter 
term  with  satisfactory  results.  And  a  continuence  of  the  same 
is  recommended. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term  the  high  and  second 
primary  schools  were  moved  into  the  new  building. 

Water  closets  are  a  necessities  and  should  be  provided 
without  delay. 

There  is  need  of  a  laboratory  for  the  high  school  as  well 
as  a  small   reference  library,  for  which  provisions,  should  be 

made  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  course  of  study  in  the  high  school  should  be  somewhat 
modified  so  as  to  include  Physiology,  Zoology  and  Geology. 

With  more  enthusiasm  in  school  work  on  the  part  of  some 
of  the  teachers  and  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all,  the  standard 
of  our  schools  may  be  increased  and  better  work  accomplished. 

It  is  recommended  that  twelve  hundred  dollars  be  raised 
for  school  purposes,  in  addition  to  the  amount  required  by  law.

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Report  of  the  Town  District. 


In  submitting  our  report  for  the  year  ending  February  15, 
1894,  we  are  confident  that  our  schools  have  not  only  main- 
tained their  usual  standard  of  improvement  but  that  they  have 
made  such  advancement  that  the  board  of  education  justly  feel 
proud  of  the  results  attained.  In  looking  over  the  school  reg- 
isters of  the  past  year,  we  find  that  the  parents  have  shown  a 
greater  degree  of  interest  in  the  schools,  this  being  manifested 
by  the  unusual  number  of  visits  by  parents  and  friends,  who 
have  encouraged  both  teachers  and  scholars  by  their  presence. 
The  school  report  of  1891  shows  60  visitors;  for  1892,  559- 
visitors  ;  for  1893,  566  visitors,  and  for  the  past  year,  700  per 
sons  have  visited  the  schools,  and  to  your  school  board  this  is 
very  gratifying.     May  the  good  work  go  on. 

We  should  remember  that  it  is  the  duty  of  parents  to  look 
well  to  the  education  of  their  children.  An  hour  or  two  cannot 
be  more  profitably  spent  than  with  your  children  in  the  school 
room.  Yo'T  interest  will  encourage  them  to  be  more  punctual, 
and  they  would  strive  to  attain  a  higher  rank  and  a  better  rec- 
ord. Make  an  effort  to  have  your  children  punctual,  and  the 
regular  attendance  as  perfect  as  possible. 

We  have  made  repairs  on  eight  school  houses,  and  have 
expended  in  so  doing  the  sum  of  $311.08.  A  like  amount 
should  be  laid  out  the  coming  year  to  put  the  remaining  houses 
in  comfortable  condition. 

Some  of  the  school  houses  are  not  worth  repairing  and  the 
school  bo'Jrd  trust  that  at  the  coming  school  meeting  some  defi- 
nite vote  may  be  taken  to  remove  or  otherwise  dispose  of  such 
houses,  so  that  our  school  houses  shall  look  neat  and  attractive, 
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showing  that  educational  privileges  are  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion throughout  town. 

We  would  once  more  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  a 
town  where  the  families  are  scattered  as  here,  the  question  of 
many  small  schools,  or  of  as  few  as  is  practical  with  distance 
to  overcome,  will  continually  confront  us. 

There  is  but  little  difference  in  the  expense  of  supporting 
a  small  school  or  one  of  reasonable  size.  The  incidental  ex- 
penses would  be  about  the  same  in  either  case.  Teachers  of 
ability  command  about  the  same  price  whether  there  be  in  the 
school  five  or  twenty  pupils.  Therefore  if  we  have  many  small 
schools,  one  of  three  things  is  inevitable  —  either  the  school 
fund  must  be  increased,  or  the  amount  of  schooling  cut  down, 
or  cheap,  incompetent  teachers  must  be  employed.  Which 
will  you  have? 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  attendance 
of  pupils  in  all  the  divisions,  a  less  number  of  tardy  marks  and 
other  absences  are  an  encouraging  feature,  as  shown  by  the 
registers. 

Let  us  all  work  together  to  elevate  the  standard  of  our 
schools,  bearing  in  mind  the  motto  that  "  in  union  there  is 
strength."
